Answering the question of the op- 


position Griffith said that if elected 
he would use Ins position to give ef- 
fect to the constitutional vote of the 
Dail to carry out the teims of the 
treaty. 
Mr. De Valera continued to press 


for a definite answer to his ques- 
tion whether Griffith would act as 
the executive of the republic. 
"The Republic of Ireland," replied 


Griffith, "remains m being until the 
free state comes into being and there 
Is an opportunity to put the ques- 
tion before elecrate." 


Griffith said the 
Dail had ap- 
proved the treaty and that it must 
be carried into effect. "Therefore," 
he added, "we must have a provi 
gional government" 
Mrs. Mary MacSwiney said Grif 
:h had made it clear he intended 
to get Lloyd George to endorse the 
Dail as provisional government.

Chicago, Jan. 10-—Extra pay tor 


overtime work and the eight how- 
day were the principal points sought 
by railroad 
clerks in controversies 


over the rules of the clerks' national 
agreement which were up for consid- 
eration by the United States railroad 
labor board 
today. The board ex- 


pected to complete its draft of the 
new rules within two weeks and 
promulgation of a new set of rules 
to replace the agreement made under 
federal control 13 looked for by Feb- 
ruary 1. 


Eight rules of the old agreement 


affect 
the cleiks' pay and these 


rules have been the subject of the 
greatest d-sagrement in negotiations 
during the last few months Like the 
national agreements of other groups 
of railroad employes, 
the clerks 


agreement was ordered replaced by 
new rules which the board directed 
the employes and carriers to draw 
up bv agreement. 


Forty four 
roads submitted dis- 
agreements on rule 57, calling for 
time and one half pay after eight 
hours wor-c which the clerks wish 
continued 
Eight roads have agreed 


with their clerks to pay pro-rata 
time after eight hours, but other 
carriers are asking no extra pay for 
th-i ninth 
hour, 
pro-rata for th« 


tenth and time and one-half only af- 
ter ten hours 


The large majority of carriers de- 
sire to abolish time and one half 
for Sundav and holiday work, also, 
sxcept after ten hours. 


Monthly and weekly basis of pay 
are sought by about two thirds «f 
the loads involved as oposed to a 
daily rate basis which the employes 
ask to be continued. Another rule 
which the er-.ployes ask Is to b4 re- 
tained, provides three hours pay for 
two hours work for calls and time 
and one half thereafter when the full 
weekly assignment of hours has not 
been worked. The roads seek elimina- 
tion of r.nv punitive payment under 
these rules 


Another rule specifying time and L 


one-half for work don« before andf 
after the regular work period wit 
agreed to by only half of the rtif'da 
bringing disputes to the board.-The 
carriers who ceuid not agree to this 
rule desires to pay only pro-rata 
pay for work continuous to the reg- 
ular assignment. 


The eight hour day, provfdted by 
rule 4$, has been agreed to by 25 
carriers, but 29 roads objected to 
certain fe?tur^s of the 
rule.

CENSUS FIGURES 
-REFUTES NOTION 


Poorer Classes Not Pro- 
ducing All New Babies, 


Report Shows. 


Mine Foremen H a v e 
Largest Families of Any 


Other Occupation. 


(By FRERERIC J. HASKIN) 


Washington, Jan. 
10.—The most 


prolific people in the United States. 
when they are classified according 
to occupation, are foremen, over- 
seers and inspectors of mines. The 
wives of these men bear on an aver- 
age 4.6 children per wife and each 
of them has on an average of 3.9 
children now living. 
These interesting figures on the 


prollfication of mine foremen have 
just been issued by the bureau of 
census as a part of a long tabula- 
tion of the American birth rate ac- 
cwrdlng to occupation. It is a most 
^interesting tabulation and a some- 
what bewildering one in a way. It 
'upsets our preceived notions as to 
what kinds of people havo the most 
children and why. 
It also sheds 
some light on the much discussed 
question as to whether the native 
population of the United States is 
maintaining itself or slowily dying 
out and leaving the country to the 
immigrants. 
But before wo proceed, to general- 


izations, let us note some of the as- 
tonishing figures which the census 
bureau has brought out. 
Next to 
mine foremen, we find that the most 
•prolific occupational class in the 
United States is that of foremen 


and overseers on steam and eleetrje 
railroads. 
The wife of a traction 


foreman bears on Un average 4.a 
children of which 3.8 survive. This 
uverago mortality of less than one- 
half child per family is especially 
creditable to the transportation busi- 
. 
Foremen and overseers of all kinds 
seem to have a lot of children and 
they seem to have good luck in rais- 
ing them. Perhaps this is not sur- 
prising. A foreman or overseer is 
apt to be a workman of more than 
usual Intelligence who has worked 
his way up, and who receives a 
good 
income. 
Naturally, 
having 


lived on day wages for a long time, 
his standard of living will not be as 
high as that of a lawyer or doctor. 
Ho will not spend as much on lux- 
uries, and so will be more inclined 
to raise children. 
So much for the foreman. 
The 


next 
most 
prolific 
occupational 
class we find to be that of janitors 
and sextons. 
Tho janitors' wives 
average 4.1 children per wife, and 
no less than 3.4 of these children 
on an average survive to cry at 
night, steal milk bottles and put 
dead 
cats in 
the 
dumb-waiter. 


Why — as many an apartment dwell- 
er has 
doubtless 
asked 
before-^- 
should janitors be so philoprogeni- 
tive? Of course, they get rent and 
heat free and they have the whole 
basement for the kids to play around 
in. But it is surely surprising to 
find that in the whole United States, 
only those two kinds of foremen, jan- 
itors and sextons and one other class 
succeed in begetting an average of 
four or more children per family. In 
all of the other occupational classes 
listed, the average number of chil- 
dren born iis less than four, and in 
none of them is the average num- 
ber of -children living as much as 
four. 
The mine foreman, with his 


3.9 smiling babes, has the largest 
average family in the country. For 
the registration area of the United 
States the average number of chil- 
dren born per mother was 3.8, and 
the average number of children liv- 
ing per mother was 3,9. 
Whut we have always heard about 
the birth rate is that the pouplation 
is "dying at the top," by which it is

meant that people of wealth and poo- 
pie In the professions have email 
families, while the laborers and very 
poor pcajilo generally havo largo 
famines. 
We arc usually told that 


the uvc'1-ago woman must raise throe 
children in order to keep up the 
population ami Increase It a little. 
If this is true, the population of 
the country a* a whole is just barely 
being maintained by the people In 
it, and tlio increase is duo wholly 
to immigration. 
This study shows 
once more that the problem of re- 
strictiin; and regulating immigra- 
tions the real population problem in 
the United States—arid one wmcn 
seems nowhere near solution. 


The surprising thing in this tabu- 


lation is that it fails to discover 
any class which is highly prolific, 
and reveals, for Instance, that roaa 
workers and clergymen run a neck 
and nock race in the production of 
children, 
while garbage 
men and 


scavengers havo on an average only 
7-30 of a child more per family than 
lawyers, justices, and judges. 
it is true that 
this tabulation 


shows the professional classes as 
averaging about one-third less pro- 
lific than the people who work for 
wages in a city, but it gives one 
very strongly the impression that 
the pooor man's huge family, which 
is always held up to us as such an 
unfortunate and common thing, must 
bo much less common than is sup- 
posed. If it were common, some of 
these averages would inevitably be 
higher. 


For example, the largest wage- 


earning class in the cities is that 
of factory workers. In the factories 
you find most of those immigrant 
families which are reputed to be so 
large. 
This tabulation lists about 


40 different occupations in manufac- 
turing and the mechanical indus- 
tries. The highest average number 
of children living per family is found 
among 
furnacemen, 
srneltermen, 


pourers, who prespire to maintain 
an everage of 3.4 children per family 
Electricians 
and 
engravers 
are 


found to be the least prolific men in 
the manufacturing industries, aver- 
aging only 2.1 children living per 
family. 
The great majority of the 


types of workers in factories have 
less than throe children living on 
an average. 


Comparing these with the profes- 


sionals we find that clergymen are

lawyers and judges, but the differ- 
ence is not large. 
Stevedores aver- 


age 3.8 children born and 3.2 chil- 
dren living. Lawyers average 2.4 
children born and 2.2 children liv- 
ing:. The child of a lawyer has only 
a little better chance 
to survive 


than the child of a stevedore, accord- 
ing to this. 


It is only in the country,that a 


consistently higher, rate of increase 
is found. 
Farmers, farm workmen 


and i'arm laborers have 3.4. 3.2 and 
3 children living on an average per 
family, respectively. Here is a slight 
increase, which doubtless accounts 
in part for the movement from the 
farms toward the city. 
In general, the picture which this 
tabulation draws is that of a coun- 
try where competition is hard in all 
occupations and reproduction there- 
fore naturally slow. It is a country 
'retting over its age of pioneer es- 
pansivness, reaching: the point when 
its population, if let alone, would 
become relatively stable. 
But this 


population is being constantly in- 
creased from without by the influx 
from countries where the standard 
of living is lower. 
The immigration we were geeting 


50 years ago was one- wo needed. 
There was abundant room for the 
immigrant then to attain to the 
American standard of living. There 
is no real room for tho hordes who 
arc coming now—110 land, no jobs. 
They can find places only by dis- 
placing, by underselling, someone 
else.

terprlses.
